WassiNoToX, Janvary 16.—In the
House, to-day, Mr. MeKiuley, of Ohio, from
the Commitiee on Ruies, reported a resolu-
tion for the appointment of a committee on
the Waorld's Fair, to consist of 13 members,
which committee shall within three days re-
port & plan by which the Hounse can deter-
mine the site of the proposed fuir, and sub-
sequently report & bill providing for the
fair. Mr. Cannon, from the minority of the
committee, reported a substitute resolution
us follows:

WHarrEAs, On the Itk and 20th daysof
December, and at other times the House re-
ferred to the Committes oo Foreign AfMairs,
divers bills, petitions, and memorials touching
the projected Warld's Fuair of 1882 theroby
glving full jurisdietion to that committes of
the whole snbject matter, and sald committes
has given exhsustive considerstion to the same;
therefore be it

Resolved, That the Committes on Foreign
Affuirs be imstructed te report » resolution
providing a method of selecting the locality of
the World's Fuir of 158, by avota of the
House of Bepresontatives, first, whether said
Tair stiall be beld cast or west of the Allegbeny
Maonntains: second, the selection of the place
for the location of said fasr. After such vole
shall have been taken, the committes, at the
earliest possible day, shall report a bill provid-
fng for a World's Fair in 1882 to be beld at the
place seleciad as above provided

GOOD WORDE FOR HIMSELF,

My, Hitt, of Illinoig, Chairman of the
Committee on Foreign Affairs, fuvored the
subsiitute resolution, and testified to the
yvigorons and fuithful work which that com-
mittee hud periormed in reference to the
projected World’s Fair. The site having
been selocted by the House the committee
could, within 24 hours, report & plan for the
foir which would be sstisfactory to all the
members of the House, Mr. Morrow, of
Califoruia, took the same view.

Myt. Hutch, of Missouri, favored the ma-
jority resolution. He snid that orior to the
sppointment ol the Committee on Foreign
Afluirg, the gentlemen representing the com-
peting cities had entered into = compact
that a spocial committes should be created.
All St. Lovis nsked whs that a special com-
mittee shonld be appointed by the Speaker,
and that that committee should contain an
egual number of the friends of the four
cities competing for the fair. Geotlemen
might rest assured that no representative of
Missonri, or no friend of Br Louis wonld
ask that that city shoull have any ad-
vantage. She needed none. If her friends
conld not seeure the site without viclating
s compaet, 8t, Louis did not want it He
ssked that the agreement be oarried out in
good faith and that the majority resolution
be reported.

A COMPACT DENTED,

Mr. Sprinper, of Illincis, denied that
there had been any compuct between the
representatives of the competing cities. It
was true thet they had sgreed to request the
Spesker to call o mesting of the Committee
on Hules, in order to create 8 special com-
mwittee; but the only intention of that sgree-
ment was that the committee might sit
during the holiday recess.

Mr. Hatch characterized Mr., Springer's
argument os “‘specinl pleading.” The repre-

EXPORTING THE NEGRO.

Seuntor Batler Supporta Mr. Morgans's
Proposition—Mr. Hoar Replles to
Botk Gentlemes—Argements
on Beth Sidos of
the estlon,
WasnmxeToN, uary 16.—The SBenate
to-dsy took up the bill introduced by Mr.
Butleron December 12, to provide for the
emugration of persons of color from the
Bouthern States snd other States. Mr.
Butler procceded to address the Senate.
This, he said, was too grave s subject to be
distorted by party considerstions, or eon-
fined within the narrow boundaries and
limits of party lines. It rese above party
csbal, and deserved t0 be held above see-
tions, He spoke of the granting of suffrage
to colored men a5 a orase which had come
on the bem of battle, bnt a5 having been

neither wise nor judicions. But the act wak
done, and he could not see now how it was

to be undone.

Would the colored le in the United
States, he asked, be able to maintain them-
eelves on an equal footing with white men,
and &0 28 not to jeopardize the well-being of
American institations? The opinion ap-

peared to be growing that an honest effort
sbould be made to ascertain why not, and to
determine what was best to be done.

Mr. Butler referred to the abssnce of col-
ared people from all high positions in this
country, and saw in that tuet the proof of
unforgiven, incurable race prejudice, If
anybody, he said, had i before the
war, that Southern Stutes d, within a
few years, be represented in both Houses of
Coogress by men who were then sla
he would have been laughed at an
derided as a negro Nibilist. And aftermany
negroes were in Congress, if it bad been pre-
dicted thsi, in ten years not one negro
would be sitting in either House, the pre-
dietion wonld have had few believers. And
so, if anyone predicted to-dsy that, within
half o century, not a full-bloaded, genuine
negro would be found in the United States,
he would not be believed; and yet there
wero men who expeoted that very thing,

The bill, Mr. Butler said, contemplsted a

ual, orderly, voluntsry movement of
the colored people out of the Southern
States, snd provided Government sid to
enable them to do so.

Mr. Hoar replied to Mr. Buotler. It
séemed to him that this proposition was the
most astonishing that he had ever heard in
the legislative iimrr of the Senate, or 1n
the legislative history of any free, civilized
and prosperous people. From all climes
under the sun the lal were thronging
all one way—io share our national
harvest of national prospericy and na-
uronal‘h.‘ .mﬂm yet, in the p;l;nilu
o n States, a proposition
was made that, by the foree of the nation,
aided by its treasury, 8,000,000 of luborers
born on  American woil, every one of them
cutitled to every right, were to be deported
to what the Senator had jostly styled the
dark region of the Dark Continent, and
which, in spite of the recent explorations of
their illustrious fellow-citizens, was les

| kuown to the readers of history to-day than

it was when the father of history attempted
the description of it, 300 years belore the
birth of Christ.

Instead of exporting 8,000,000 colored
people, if there wers 10,000 white people
exported to Afrios, and kept there, said
Mr. Hoar, the whole diffioulty would be
settled.
